Referring to the housing situation 
in Esgiland, Senator Calder said: 
“The English government has un- 
dertaken the construction of 500,000 
houses and the effect of the govern- 
ment constructing these houses has 
almost brought business to a-stand- 
still in that country. 
“Imagine what it would do to 
business in this country if the 
governmént was to announce that in 
the future they were going to, con- 
struct all the house. The lumber 
business, representing millions of 
dollars, would be affected; the 
brick business, plumbing, roofing 
and many other concerns would be 


jso great that it-would take’ half a 


century for the country to re- 
cover.” 

Congress must either repeal the 
excess profits tax or modify the in- 
come law specifically exempting 
real estate loans for building pur- 
poses in order to encourage neces- 


sary building, said Senator Calder. 
Finds of Committee, 


Epitomizing the findings of the 
committee, Senator Calder said that 
four principal factors contributed to 
the unsatisfactory housing condi- 
tions—searcity of money for build- 
ing purposes, inefficient and high- 
priced labor, scarcity and high 
prices for lumber and other mate- 
rials, and high prices of fuel and 
transportation. ° 

“This committee hopes,” asid the 
‘senator, “to bring about a revival 
of building. To this end,” he said, 
“one of the first things I would sug- 
gest is that material men take a 
smaller margin of profit.” 

He qualified his reference to the 
“inefficiency of labor’ by stating 
that recently labor, conditions haa 
improved.

H. P. Burruss, 
commissioner of public improve- 
ments, and John. R; Hornady, com-

Three of the assassins of British 
officers in Dublin yesterday were 
captured red-handed with § their 
arms, it was announced in commons 
by Sir Hamar Greenwood, the chief 
secretary for Ireland.

New York, November 22.—Old- 
fashioned football has met its final 
Waterloo. The concentrated, old- 
fashioned drive from a small and 
confined radius has passed into the 
discard and the open play now dom- 
inates the gridiron field. No amount 
of explanation nor argument can 
hold it longer in place. And broad 
survey of the situation is so convinc-. 
ing in this respect as to make it 
futile to consider seriously those 
who continue along the old lines. 
For those who see only one or 
two of the big eastern gamés it is 
worth while to paint a picture of 
the death of the old-time game that 
will tell the story better than would 
figures. This is easy to do by the 
simple substitution of names. Let 
us take the Harvard-Yale game and 
make the picture for the eighty-odd 
thousand who watched that strug- 
gle in the Yale bowl and the count- 
less thousands who followed the 
play through the medium of the 
newspapers. It is not necessary to 
go into details so far as the four 
periods of the game are concerned. 
Indeed, four minutes of play would 
be more than sufficient. 


The Picture. 


We will say that four minutes be- 
fore the final whistle blew, the 
score stood 9 to 0 in favor of Har- 
vard. Some of the great audience, 
believing the game over, have be- 
gun to see the exits when Yale 
properly executes a series of for- 
ward passes, beautifully carried out 
by —- of a suitable and fast man 
on tRe receiving end. She scores 


/ once, but misses goal and the score 


is 9 to 6 The referee says “one 
minute to play.” 

Harvard kicks off to Yal>» on the 
latter’s 20-yard line. Yale makes 
one running play, which gains noth- 
ing. Again she resorts to the long 
forward pass. It is batted down by 
a Harvard back and the ball is re- 
turned to Yale’s 20-yard line. Third 
down. Another long forward pass, ’ 
placing the ball in midfield, is com- 
pleted by Yale.

Can you imagine the picture of 
insanity in the Yale stands and 
the horror on the Harvard side? 
Well, this is all absolute facts, only 
you must substitute the name of 
Ohio State for Yale and that of Wis- 
consin for Harvard. That is all. 

Of course this did not happen at 
New Haven. Harvard won 9 to 0 
against even the pathetically heroic 
stand of the battered and bruised 
Yale team, which fought twice on

from making-a touchdown. But on 
attack, Yale’s concentrated plunges 
availed nothing.

According to a statistical analy- 
sis of homicidal crime, made by 
Dr. Frederick L. Hoffman and 
published in a recent issue of The 
Spectator, human life is more 
lightly valued in the south than 
anywhere else in the-whole coun- 
try. 

Of thirty-one major cities of the 
United States listed by Dr. Hoff- 
man, according to their respective 
“homicide ratings,’-the first six, 
in order, are Memphis, Savannah, 
Atlanta, Charleston, Nashville and 
New Orleans. ‘ 

The rate of human’ killings, 
either murderous or suicidal, in 
Memphis ‘is 65.9 per 100,000; that 
in Savannah 42, and in Atlanta— 
third on thé list—40.8. 

Footing the list are the cities of 
Buffalo, whose rating is the same 
as that of New York, with five 
homicides per 100,000; Spokane, 
4.8; Rochester, 4.5; Reading, 4.4; 
Dayton, 2.7, and Milwaukee, the 
safest of all cities in the United 
States, according to this table, 2.5. 

Discussing these tables, Dr. 
Hoffman says they are based upon 
federal statistics, and-— 

They are confirmed by a careful 
reading of the press accounts of 
murder cases during the last two 
years, leaving no other conclusion 
than that the homicidal tendency in 
the United States is unquestionably 
on the increase, and that this lam: 
table conclusion holds especially 
true of cases involving both the 
crime of murder and of self-murder. 

He further says, “without fear 
‘of contradiction,” that— 

“Iiuman life was never as insecure 
in the United States as it is today, 
and that while much is being done 
to diminish the risk of accident lia- 
bility, practically nothing is being 
done in the much more Important di- 


rection of reducing .the uf 
homicidal frequency.”

The fact of the alarming preva- 
lence of crime in the United States 
is unquestionably due in large 
measure, first, to our lack of dili- 
gence in apprehending criminals, 
;and, second, to our leniency to- 
Ward those that are caught and 
.brought to the bar of justice. 
Especially is this true in the 
south, where almost any crime, 
other, perhaps, than cold-blooded 
murder, can be atoned by the pay- 
ment of cash in fees to court of- 
ficers, and where, by skillful ma- 
neuvering by counsel, criminal 
cases may be, and frequently are, 
kept hanging fire on the docket, 
bending, untried, for years; dur- 
ing which time the chances for 
Obtaining conviction constantly 
grow less and less by reason of 
the waning interest in the case, 
the cooling of evidence and the. 
death or disappearance of mate- 
rial witnesses. 

The solution is speedy trial of 
alleged offenders, Jess technicality 
in procedure, and then, when guilt 
is proven, the assessment of pen- 
alties that money cannot dis- 
charge. 

Something is certainly funda- 
mentally wrong and the best 
thought of our people should be 
directed to finding out what it is.

Brevoort, the center of social gay- 
ety in the days of smart carriages, 
Daly’s and bustles, has been some- 
what overshadowed by modern ho- 


tels with knickerbockered elevator 
boys, footmen, caparisoned in gold 
and the like but an atmosphere of 
dignified cheer clings to it still. 

Far down Fifth avenue, within the 
shadow of Washington's Arch, it is 
the only hotel that has withstood 
the northward trend. The St. Denia, 
Union Square and even the Fifth 
Avenue hotels are memories. Sedul- 
ous matrons, in horse drawn equip- 
page, still drive there for afternoon 
tea. 


Even prohibition has failed to aim 
its lustre. For rare drinks were 
fashioned at the Brevoort in the 


old days. The pousse cafe, with 
its rainbow of color, was a spe- 
cialty. There were drinks from 
which tiny blue flames issued, old 
brandy served in glasses upside 
down—only the expert could right 
them and preserve the drink. 


There was no music and after tho 
dinner guests retired too a loung- 
ing room—English fashion—with 


their coffee and played domino and 
cubito, Opera stars, popular come- 
dians and actresses of the day came 
there and threw off their reserve. 
One chatted with ones’ neighbor 
without introduction. Yet there per- 
vaded the gatherings a certain dig- 
nity—indefinable but felt. 

Of course, the character of the 
Brevoort clientele has change’. 
Mark Twain used to drop in from 
his house a few blocks away and 
soon a crowd of ready listeners 
were about him. Now perhips a 
misused poet from Greenwich Vil- 
lage takes his place and hurls cut- 
ting epithets at horn-rimmed glasses 
worn by magazine editors or decries 
the decadence of art. 

But almost every afternoon there 
is to be found a group of success- 


|.ful novelists, artists and painters 
around the marble topped tabies at 
the old hotel. The waiters have 
been there for years—some ars doa- 
dering old men—but they have all 


the hallowed ways that the average 
uptown waiter has lost in the quest 
of succor for an itching palm. 


Around the Brevoort are some pf 
the old cabbies, faded old Jehus, who 
refuse to admit themselves beaten 


by the modern motor miracle. Peo- 
ple leaving the old Brevoort hesitate 
to take the taxicab. It would seem 
incongruous and so they step into 
the brougham, Victoria or coupe and 
drive majestically up the hushed 
street—the klip-klup of hooves on 
asphalt seeming to echo the beat 
of the livlier days that are gone. 


In Wall street there is a stern 
visaged financier, who has with- 
stood the impact of many battles. 


No one to look at him_would imagine 
that he has his lighter moments. 
And yet all of his spare time is 
spent in imitating various birds and 
beasts.

FISH VERSUS MEAT. 
For all practical purposes fish is 
meat. 
Salmon is as nourishing’ as beef. 
Haddock is as nourishing as chick- 
en, mackerel] is as nourishing as 


veal, and only cod is somewhat less 
nourishing, pound for pound, than 
round steak. 


The late George W. Perkins car- 
riled on, in a quiet way, many prac- 
tical philanthropies. Among other 
things he launched an effort to in- 
crease the supply of fish in the 
markets of the country, hoping, 
thereby, to encourage the more gen- 
eral use of fish and Incidentally to 
lower the demand for and the price 
of meat. To this end he had made 
considerable headway in acquiring 
a controlling interest in fisheries, 
cold storage plants and the other 
impedimenta of the trade both about 
the seacoast and about the Great 
Lakes. How much _ influence Mr. 
Perkins’ initial) impetus may yet 
have on the public’s consumption of 
fish remains to be seen. The work 
is to be carried on. 

It would be a wholesome custom 
to have three Fridays or fish days 
every week instead of one. Many 
families do not know the goodness 
of fish in the bil] of fare simply be- 
cause the housewife does not study 
this market or strive to enlarge her 
knowledge of the resources availa- 
ble in e fish market. 

The inland sections of the country, 
all around the extensive Great 
Lakes basin, should be amply sup- 
plied with sea fish particularly, and 
will be if the people will learn to 
use this valuable and comparatively 
cheap food. I say sea food should be 
more freely used here because of 
the great prevalence of simple 
gOitre among children in this area. 
It is all but proved that the reason 
why so many girls from 10 to 18 
years of age develop goitre through 
the middle west is because their 
food does not supply sufficient nat- 


ural food iodine. Sea food supplies 
this essential substance. 

Prejudice against fish as a substi- 
tute for animal flesh in the dietary 
rests upon three frail fancies: (1) 
It is wrongly imagined that animal 
flesh is more “strengthening” than 
fish; (2) fish was not an attractive 
item as marketed far from the 
source’ in years past—but rapid 
transit and cold storage now correct 
this drawback; (2) the average 
housewife has no knowledge of the 
value of the many varieties of fish 
availablein different seasons of the 

ear, becalise she just ignores this 
mportant source of cheap food. 

Limiting fish day to Friday means 
that fish men must make enough 
profit from sales for one day to pay 
their expenses for the whole week. 
Therefore, a demand for fish on 
other days would surely bring down 
the price of fish. And if people will 
learn not to order fish out of season, 
cold-storage. costs will be greatly 
diminished. 

A fourth objection sometimes of- 
fered against fish is unappetizing 
cooking. That is the fault of the 
cook, not of the fish. In good cook- 


ing there is no such word as 
“fishy.”

In spite of the reported Anglo- 
French agreement on the major 
points of the Versailles treaty it 
was authoritatively said at Downing 
street Tuesday that the French and 
British policies were “still diamet- 
rically opposed.” 

‘The Germans were promised a 
joint conference at Spa,” officials 
pointed out. “But this action was 
repudiated by France.” The French 
government then sought to submit 
the question once more to the rep- 
arations commission for settlement. 
Uitimately it was decided to hold 
four conferences instead of one, in 
order to satisfy the Germans, the 
French and the British.” 


Watching United States. 


Just now, then, both France and 
Great Britain are anxiously watch- 
ing the turn of events in the United 
States, in the evident desire to en- 
list the interest of the new adminis- 
tration in its individual position. 
The difference seems to be that 
Lioyd-George favors securing the 
maximum indemnity from Germany 
consistent with the German repub- 
lic’s industrial reconstruction, while 
France demands the maximum, re- 
gardless of consequences.

SWAMP COURT DOCKET 


More Than 1,700 Cases Up 
Before the District Judge, 
With Booze in Lead. 


Cases are being placed on the 
dockets of the United States district 
court much faster than the courts 
can try them, according to John W. 
Henley, assistant United States dis- 
trict attorney. 

In July, he said, when auditors 
made a tabulation of the court rec- 
ords, 1,700 pending criminal cases 
-were on the docket. Since that time, 


he said, a speciai session of court, 
besides the regular October term, 
has been held, and a large number 
of cases were terminated, but the 
dases disposed of do not equal the 
number of new cases commenced. Mr. 
Henley estimated that’ since July 
there have been fully 400 indict- 
ments and bills of criminal informa- 
tion filed. 

The recent large increase in the 
number of federal court cases is at- 
tributed by Mr. Henley to violations 
of laws enacted during the war, such 
as the selective service act, the war 
risk insurance act, the espionage act, 
the federal anti-vice Act, the anti- 
profiteering act, and the national 
prohibition amendment. 


Failure to Register. 


‘Many of the cases now pending 
are for failure to register, failure 
to return questionnaires, and failure 
to report for duty after passing gov- 
ernment medical examinations. Other 
cases are violations of the war risk 
act where applicants for war risk 
insurance and family allotments 
made faudulent statements in filling 
out applicatians. 

“Of course, violations of the pro- 
hibition law head the list. The en- 
forcement of this law has made 
whisky so scarce that the price has 
advanced from $2 a gallon for corn 
‘moonshine’ to $40 a gallon, in many 
places, and this, naturally, is very 
tempting for men who were entirely 
law-abiding. citizens before the en- 
forcement of the dry law, to engage 
in the illicit manufacture of liquor 
for the sole purpose of making 
money. There are instances where 
men who were renters prior to the 
enactment of the dry amendment 
now have Jarge farms, high-power- 
ed motor cars and large bank ac- 
counts from the illegal manufacture 
and sale of whisky. 

“Recently we have had to handle 
some cases involving violations of 
the federal migratory bird treaty act, 
which makes it a crime to hunt, kill, 
take, possess or ship certain migra- 
tory birds. Only recently we had 
thirteen persons indicted by the 
grand jury in Athens for killing 
doves out of season, which is from 
November 15 to December 31, and 
out of the 13, twelve of them plead- 
ed guilty and were fined. 

“We are also having to prosecute 
continually violations of the 28- 
hour law, which governs interstate 
shipments of live stock, and requires 
that live stock in transit must be 
removed from freight cars at certain 
intervals and given proper rest, food 
and water. Several white slave cases 
and violations of the pure food and 
drug act are pending.” 


Office Swamped. 


Mr. Henley said that the district 
attorney’s office has been literally 
swamped with work of late, and that 
with special work to handle, like 
the investigation being made by the 
department of justice into alleged 
coal profiteering, the entire force 
is overtaxed. 

Because of the large amuvunt of 
work involved in preparing condem- 
nation suits against lands at Camps 
Gordon and Benning and other 
tracts desired by the government, 
it has been necessary to retain a 
special assistant and a stenographer 
to conduct this particular work. In 
addition to the thousands of acres 
recently acquired by the government 
by condemnation proceedings at 
neighboring army camps, the gov- 
ernment is instituting condemnation 
suits against large tracts of land in 
Rebun county, which is acquired as 
part of the Appalachian forest of 
the national forest reservation: 

To accelerate the disposition of 
the trenrendous number of cases on 
the docket, Mr. Henley predicted 
that pr@&bablv it will become neces- 
sary to hold double sessions of

Japanese Educator 
Says Japan and U.S..

“Talk of war between the United 
States and Japan is absurd,” said 
Dr. Tasura Harada, former presi- 
dent of the Doshiska university, 
who passed through Atlanta Sun- 
day from Kyoto, on his way to 
California. 

“The higher circles in Japanese 
political life consider the talk of 
war absurd, but the turbulent 
younger element cannot understand 
the discrimination against Japan- 
ese immigrants to California. They 
judge the whole United States by 
the sentiment of the Pacific coast, 
and are rather restless.” 

“They would be willing to forfeit

Values Not Affected. 


That the recent decision of the 
United States supreme court involv- 
ing the constitutionality of the 
Georgia tax equalization law is not 
retroactive in its effect was em- 
phasized Monday by H. J, Fullbright, 
state tax commissioner, when he de- 
clared that no values now upon the 
tax digest can be affected in any 
Way. 

“Tt is not the values now on the 
tax digests that are affected by the 
decision,” said Commissioner Full- 
bright. “Every taxpayer in the 
state must pay his 1920 taxes gn 
the basis of the digest as now 
made up. If he has paid his taxes 
on a valuation higher than he 
thought his property was worth, he 
cannot get a rebate because of the 
supreme court decision. If he has 
not paid his taxes as yet, and 
wants his return reduced because 
of the supreme court decision, he 
cannot get a reduction. He must 


pay on the basis of the digest as 
now made up. In other words, the 
supreme court decision does not = 
troact upon the existing tax di« 
gests.”

Greek Developments 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS. 


The gradual appreciation by the 
western world of the significance 
of the fall of Venizelos gives to 
that event an importance hardly to 
be exaggerated. To put the thing 


simply, Greece is the second of the 
nations placed by the world war in 
a position to realize almost without 
limit the aspirations treasured for 
centuries, to draw back from the 
realization of these dreams. 


The first country to put a “Aimit 
upon its appetites was Italy. The 
Italian evacuation of Albania, the 
recent agreement with the Jugo- 


Slavs at Rapallo, the refusal to send 
troops to occupy an Italian phere in 
Asia Minor, the consent to relfnquish 
claims to Aegean Islands, except 
for Rhodes, these are all evidences 
of the fact that the Italian gov- 
ernment, after the Italian people, 
has arrived at the conclusion that 
imperalistic or nationalistic dreams 
are expensive, too expensive to be 
indulged in at the present moment 


To realize the Italian program on 
the Adriatic, in the Aegean and in 
Asia Minor, Italy was condemned to 
wage war with the Albanians, the 


Jugo-Slavs, to risk hostilities with 
the Greeks and to carry on an in- 
terminable warfare with the Turks. 
For such a grandiose operation 
neither Italian finances nor Italian 
popular spirit were ready. Conceiv- 
ably all the hopes could be trans- 
formed into realities, but for Italy 
the cost seemed prohibitive and 
Italy declined the mission. 


Wanted to End War. 
The Greek election is manifestly 
the expression in the Hellenic world 
of the same emotion. To realize the 


dreams of Venizelos, to live up to 
the program which he had outlined 
and for which he had obtained the 
indorsement of the great powers, 
Greece saw herself condemned to 
an endless military effort, to a wal 
in Asia Minor which might con- 
sume years and cost innumerable 
lives. If successful the war might 
revive the Byzantine Empire, but 
to sustain such a struggle modern 
Greece felt unequal. 


The decision of the Itallan and 
Greek peoples, forced upon their 
rulers, is one of the most interesting 


of contemporary phenomena. It is 
plain that similar emotions may find 
expression elsewhere in Europe with 
equal emphasis. In fact both in 
Britain ,and in France, but :_more 
acutely in the former, popular pro- 
éest against foreign campaigns is 
making .itself heard. Those news- 
papers which are most frequently 
denounced as the organs of the 
British imperialists are today most 
outspoken in their demand that the 
Mesopotamian adventure should be 
abandoned. The agreement with 
Egypt which includes the renuncia- 
tion of the right of protectorate is 
one more sign of the same tendency. 


In France distrust of the Syrian 
adventure is unmistakable but not 
yet so pronounced as British oppo- 


sition to the “Mespot’ campaign 
Such strength as the French colonia] 
party is able to mobilize for the 
Syrian operation rests rather upon 
resentment of British policy with 
respect of French claims than upon 
solid national support for Syrian 
acquisitions. With the fall of 
Wrangell and the passing of Veni- 
zelos, France must face the moral 
certainty of the eruption of Bol- 
shevist-Turkish forces into Kurdi- 
stan, just as the British must ex- 
pect the same trouble in Persia and 
in Mesopotamia. 


If the United States’ had consent- 
ed to take the mandate for Armenia, 
we should have found ourselves to- 


day holding the gates by which the 
Turks and the bolshevists are both 
striving to establish contact for the 
purpose of dominating Asia Minor. 
As long as we defended those gates 
the French and the British to the 
south and west would have been 
reasonably safe. Had Greece con- 
tinued and Italy joined in the con- 
quest and partition of Asia Minor, 
the Turkish danger would have been 
eliminated. But Italy did not begin 
aral Greece is manifestly done. 
Problems for Allies, 

Now the question is directly 
raised for the French and the Brit- 
ish: Are they prepared to Wage 
war against the bolshevists and the 
Turks to make good their positions 
in Syria and Mesopotamia, without 
help from the Greek army, or will 
they evacuate? To stay means an 
enormous campaign, in all prob- 
ability complicated by an Arab up- 
rising an@ perhaps by a religious 
war. But to retire is, to abandon 
the Near East to chaos, to scrap 
all the settlements made at Paris 
and since. 

Yet it ig at least clear that the 
Italians and Greé¢ks have answered 
similar questions unhesitatingly. 
Greece will in all human probability 
lose Smyrna and the Asiatic gains 
of recent Months as a consequence 
of the fall of a The suc-

As a result the plans themselves 
are being scrapped and the process 
has hardly more than begun. Rus- 
sian events are almost certain to 
add a new pressure toward liquidae- 
tion in the next few months. 


If the United States should cone 
sent to go back to Europe, even 
now, the plans might be saved, our 


credit and oureapital might avail, 
but if America continues aloof, if 
we decline to undertake responsi-« 
bilities, of which the Armenian man-« 
date was only a shining example,

little nations, all have manifestly

chew.” The ' weakest, Greece and 
Italy (or the most intelligent, if 
one accept the liberal view), have 
already appreciated the truth, the 
governments forced by the people. 
But the British and French situa- 
tions differ only in degree. 

Thus it seems to me the result of 
the Greek election, Iike the fact of 
the Rapallo agreement, must be rec- 
ognized as a sure indication of the 
exhaustion of extreme nationalistic 
programs, a proof of the deflation 
of imperialistic policies, which is in 
progress or at hand everywhere in 
Europe. If only a similar fact could 
be discovered in the case of Russian 
bolshevism, there might be some 
hope that Europe would presently 
achieve pace and escape the peril 
of domestic disorder. But so far 
no such policy is discoverable in 
the words of Trotzky and Lenine. 
Still it is a circumstance worthy of 
note that the Byzantine dream of 
Greece and the Roman ast.ration 
of Italy have collapsed at the same 
time and for the same reason, 
namely, the determingtion of the 
respective people not to pay the in- 
escapable price of Byzantine or 
Roman greatness.

Supreme Court of United 
States Will Be Asked for 
Final Decision on Par 
Clearance of Checks. 


The 400-odd state banks of the 
south will appeal to the United 
States supreme court from the re- 
cent decision of the United States 
circuit court of appeals at New Or- 
leans, which was verse to them 
on the par clearance of checks liti- 
gation, it was announced Monday by 
Attorney Alex W. Smith, Jr., of 
counsel for the plaintiffs. While ad- 
mitting that the ruling was adverse 
to the county banks, his clients, Mr. 
Smith claimed that many of the de- 
tails of the litigation included in 
published stories about the decision 
were misleading. 

Mr. Smith’s firm represents the 
country bank plaitniffs against the 
Federa) Reserve bank of Atlanta and 
its officers in this case, and he said 


Monday that he had reserved any 
comment upon the New Orleans de- 
cision until he had had opportunity 
to read the official copy of the deci- 
sion, just received here. 

Mr. Smith declared that the deci- 
sion, while favorable to the reserve 
bank in every detail, still did not 
prohibit state banks from makin 
this exchange charge, and woul 
not affect actual banking practice 
in Georgia, certainly not for some 
timetocme. He explained that the 
charge was not for cashing a check, 
but was fur the service rendered in 
transmitting funds to protect these 
out-of-town checks and to cover thu 
interest charges fo: the,use of the 
money while .the checks were in 
transit. 


Cannot Collect. 


He said, however. that li would 
mean that the federal reserve bank 
could not collect checks drawn 
against non-member state banks 
through its own channels, as the de- 
cision clearly states that no ex- 
change charges are to be made 
against the federal reserve bank. 
This simply involves, however, the 
collection of such checks through 
other mediums, and will in no way 
— the charging of exchange, he 
said. 

Mr. Smith aiso pointed out that 
4here is a state law which allows 
state banks to make this charge and 
he indicated that state chartered in- 
stitutions were first amenable to 
— wee of the state in which they 
exist. 

That the whole matter will be 
threshed out in congress, however, 
with a view to clarifying the word- 
ing of the federal reserve act on 
this point, is a certainty, said Mr. 
Smith, and therefore, any decision 
on the present wording of the act 
merely hold true until the contro- 
versy is settled by that body. 

“This decision,’ said Mr. Smith 
“soes against our clients in many 
details. Nevertheless, the situation 
is far from being what it has been 
represented in the daily papers of 
recent date. : 

“The decision, as I read it, de- 
clares that the federal courts have 
exclusive jurisdiction in the matter, 
as it rules that the federal banks 
are not national banks in the sense 
which would make them subject to 
the state courts in a case of this 
kind. 

Universal Par Clearance. 

*Tt also rules that it was the in- 
tention of congress to institute a 
‘universal par clearance’ system for 
the entire country when the federal 
reserve act was passed, and that the 
federal reserve bank, therefore, in 
carrying out such intention, has the 
right to present checks for collec- 
tion over the counter, to state banks, 
regardless of whether the drawee 
bank is a member of the reserve sys- 
tem or not.

means, institute ‘universal 
clearance.’ 

“It was stated in the papers im- 
mediately following the publications 
of advance notices of this decision, 
that state banks had been in the 
habit of charging $10 on each $1,000 
for cashing checks against their 
own depositors’ accounts. This is a 
manifest error. In the first place, 
the rate of exchange is not one per 
cent, as the above figures indicate, 
but one-tenth of one per cent, or $1 
on $1,000. 

“Secondly, no bank ever has, or 
ever claimed the right, to charge 
for cashing its own checks. Ex- 
change is a charge for the trans- 
mission of funds from one city to 
another to provide for these out-of- 
town checks. 

“Thirdly, this decision of the Unit- 
ed States courts will not do away 
with exchange. You may have no- 
ticed, if you have had occasion ts 
cash an out-of-town check at any of 
our Atlanta banks since this deci- 
sion was made, that the teller deé- 
ducted your exchange costs, just as 
he has always done.

Large Amount Involved. 


“We hope and expect,” said Mr. 
Smith, “that congress will take up 
this matter very early in the ses- 
sion, as the amount involved is 
very large and also because it is 
a matter of such vital interest to 
practically every banker. Whether 
they will decide for or against par 
clearance, we do not, of course, 
know. Governor Harding, however, 
promised us last May that he 
would not try to influence their 
decision in any way, and the only 
point he insisted on—a point we 
recdily granted—is that whatever 
way congress decides, the same 
ruling shall be made applicable to 
both member and non-member 
banks alike. 
“The statement that ‘any bank 
which charges exchange will have 
its license revoked,’ made fn the 
papers, is manifestly incorrect. 
You have only to remember that 
the #tate banks exist under state 
laws, derive their charters from 
the state and are controlled by the 
state, to realize that it is the state 
laws which such institutions must 
obey. And the state laws say they 
may charge exchange.” 


Government Figuring 
On Cutting Down Bill 
Paid for Office Rent 


Washington, November 22.—A na- 
tion wide survey to determine gov- 
ernment expenditures for office 
rental in the larger cities is in 
progress by the treasury with a 
view to laying plans for cutting 
down this outlay. 

Figures so far tabulated, accord- 
ing to officials, indicate a total 
rent bill of many millions a year. 
Reports from four of the largest 
cities at one show a total of more 
than $2,000,000 a year, and in the 
survey includes about 150 cities of 
over 100,000 population, officials ex- 
pected the other report to be in 
preparation. 

New York, with $1,596,726 a year, 
has the highest rent bill; Boston 
pays $246,862 annually for addi- 
tional office space; Chicago, $173,- 
604, and Philadelphia $103,826. 
When more détailed figures are 
available, officials said, the facts 
will be set fort in a letter to 
congress. . 

Steady growth in the financial 
forces of the public health service, 
the internal revenue bureau income 
tax units, war risk insurance and 
similar branches of the govern- 
ment, it was explained, have ren- 
dered inadequate atcommodations 
in federal buildings in most larger 
cities. In many of the government 
owned offices, it was addéd, there 
was not now sufficient space to 
safeguard the health of the work- 
ers.

| Convicted of Anarchy, 
Elias Marks Is Given 
| Suspended Sentence 


New York, November 22.—Elias 
Marks pleaded guilty to a charge of 
criminal anarchy and was let cif 
with a suspended sentence here to- 
day after Justice Weeks, in the 
criminal branch of the supreme 
court, had lectured him for two 
hours on Americanism. 


Marks, who was caught in a raid 


on communist party headquarters 
here a year ago, recanted any 
Opinions he might ever have held 
consistent with the communist par- 
ty belief and repudiated the party’s 
doctrines, 

He had been indicted on the 
ground that membership in the com- 
munist party implied advocacy of 
the overthrow of the government by 
unlawful means. 

Eleven other cases, the last of the 
nineteen indictments charging crim- 
inal anarchy, returned more than a 
year ago, were taken up today. The 
indictment against one defendant 
was dismissed, his counsel contend- 
ing that immunity had been gained 
by testifying against another de- 
fendant, who was convicted. 

Bail wags dismissed in eight other 
cases and government counsel said 
the indictments later may be dis- 
missed. The circumstances under 
which the remaining two defend- 
ants obtained their first naturali-
